How much more and greater Reaſon have we to doubr of 
the Certainry of Solar Ingreſſes ? For our conſtant Expe. 
rience confirms to us, that the Figures of Lunatzons may 
be obtain'd ſomewhat near the Truth : Ocherwiſe Eclipſes 
of the Sun and Moon could nor be diſcovered and pointed 
Out ſo punRually and truly as we fee they are every Year 
'and thar alſo long before they happen. Bur as for the Ve- 
My of Solar Ingreſſes, we can have no ſuch Aſſurance, for 
want of the preciſe Minute of the Sun's Place. 

Neither is it much material to the ſober and learned Ar- 
riſt, whether (uch a Solar Certainry be attainable or nor ; 
- For thar is but an Imperfe&, Pale, and Sickly Aſtrology, 
that deducerh irs Fame, and pretends to fetch its Verity 
from the Dodechedron only. There are ſundry orher matrers, 
beſides an Ingreflional Scheme, required to the making up 
a Compleat Aftrological Judgment. And fince all Artiſts 
know ther an Angular Planer is of far greater Ethcacy than 
one Succedent or Cadent, For the berter Inveſtigation of 
ſuch different Poſitions, I think it reaſonable that an Animo- 
dar or Trutine might herein be indulg'd, as in the Doctrine 
of Genitures or Birch-Figures.

N this uncommon Efay, my purpoſe is, not to teach Men 
to bake Cakes tothe Queen of Heaven, or to worſhip 
the Moon , as was praiſed by the Pagans of old : nor 
yer to offer Tauropolia, or the Sxcrifice of Eulls ro Diana, 
ts the idolatrous Heathen did formerly, even in St. Paul's 
ic ſelf, when ir was a Temple dedicared unto her. Neither 
ſhall I pretend to prove to you that the Moon's Globe is 
habitable, as this our Earth. Lec che Learned Galiteus ard 
Reverend Wilkins, &c. read unto you fach curtous and de- 
Ighrful LeRures, Nor yet ſhall I go abvur 16 juftru you 
in che Arcof the thrice witty Domingo Gonzales, viz. How 
to take a Jourvey to the Moon's Orb ny che Help of well- 
taught Ganza's- 

Bur paſfſiog all ſuch and ſundry other Marters, T ſhall de- 
liver to you ſome Choice, bur Uſefy! Obſervations and A- 
phoriſms couching Lunar Energy, eicher not commonly 
known, or elſe nor commonly minded. If che firſt, 
I then commend them to you as a laſting New-Tears-Gift, 
that will ever be in uſe, and neyer our of Date. If che 
latter, chen may my Reviving ſuch cherithing Sperks gf 
Lunar Power to your Memories, merir, at leaſt a thankful 
Acceptance 3 which is allche Guerdon I eicher expett or 
wiſh. And without any further Exordium, les us 
come to the Matter.

The Noble Stagyrice tells us, — That Philoſo- 
phers do with good Reaton accord, tha: the Times of all 
Procreation, Gravidation, and even Life ir ſelf are ro be 
meaſured by Natural Periods. ---- By Periods (fenrh he) I 
mean the Day, Night, Month, Tear, and what preater Times 
are meaſured by them, as the Leſs,not forgetting the Full Moon

Some have thought char the Moon 
hath an Atmoſphere of her own, and tends our Effluutums 
to the Neighbouring World 3; and therefore at&ts more 
powerfully in the Perigeum, when nearc{t the Earth. 

$. 54. The Genethliacks affirm, That in all Geniturts 
the Place of the Moon is chietly regarded : No eſtimate 
Time can be reduced to Truth, bur by the true Place of 
the Moon, The Place of the Moon at Eirth ever corre- 
ſponds with her Place at Conception. And borh Prolemey's 
Animodar, and che Trutire of Hermes, are afhirmed from 
Lunar Objervation. Nay, the moſt Learned in that Do- 
Arine reach us, — That che Moon is ever to be preferi'd, 
as being more than halt che Genicure. 

F. 55. In Navigation the Moon's Place 1s principally to 
be regarded : For ſhe is the Marriner's Friend, and will 
be concerned in every Voyage, as ſhe is Lady of the Seas. 
Hence, Aſtrologers( with Reaſon) reach, ---- That a Fortu- 
nate Moon berokens a ſucceſsful Yoyage naturally; and 
an Unfortunate Moon the Contrary. Experience 1s nor 
always the Miſtris of Fools. 

$. 56, In Meteorology "tis the Moon makes the greateſt 
muſical Variery, of which you may receive Sati:faQtion 
even by Schkoner's Table, and alſo by the Diary of the 
Weather for 21 Years, printed ar the End of the "Aſtro- 


logical Seaman. And thcugh the orher Siars bar their 


Parts in the Harmony asd Diſcord of the Weather ; yer 
there happens nota Storm, Shower, Miſt, Snow, Thun- 
der, Hail, or Glorious Lucid Air wherein the Moon is rot 
concerned and found 1n ſome principal Part of Heaven, a- 
preeable to the Phenomena. 

C 57. Laſtly, The Witry Itahan Guido Bonatus adviſes ro 
have peculiar Regard ro the Moon : For (ſays he} Tpſ: 
habet participationem &F ſignificatiinem in omm Principio, in 
omni Itinere, in mnt Loco, in emni Tempore, in om.nt Re , atque in 
omni Hora,Qgyc.(1.e.) The Moon hath Signification and Partictpati- 
on in every Beginning, tin every Fourrey, in every Place , in every 
Time, in every thing, and every Hour. So prea* 1s the Dominion 
of the Moon, ſhe being the Earth's Planer, and Con- 
veyer of all the ocher Planets Influxes unto us that dwell
